Waldheim to preside over first

LOD AIRPORT. — Israel's Am- 
bassador to the U.S., Mr. Simha Di-

The demonstration, which kas re- 

gaived 2 police permit, is being or- 
genized by Citizens Against Sur- 
reader, the Movement for a Re- 
ferendum, the Movement for Poli- 
tical Ccurage and Citizens for the 
Prevention of 2 Nattonal Disaster. 
Aji four groups arose spontaneously 
in the wake of the Yom Kippur War, 
and three of them oppose Israel’s 
participation: in the Geneva talks 
scheduled for December 185. A 
spokesman for one of them said the 
groups plan to put counter-pressure 
on the Government to adopt a 
tougher stand in the wake of U.S. 
pressure. 

The protest is set to begin 2t noon 
— an hour before Kissinger’s sche- 
duled arrival. Demonstrators will 
gather at Te] Aviv’s Mann Audi- 
torlum at 11 am., at Jerusalem's 
Binyenel Ha‘coma at 10.30 and at 
Haifa's Chen Cinema at 9.45 and 
will proceed from those meeting 
places to the airport. After the 
Secretary of State's arrivel, they 
will move their protest to the U.S. 
Embassy in Tel Aviv.

Syria: No PoW exchange 


until Israel 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — Syria 
has defended its continued holding 
of Israel prisoners, declaring there 
will be a state of hostillties so long 
as Israel occupies “Arab lands.” 

Israel retorted in a U.N. General 
Assembly debate that the Middle 
East cease-fire provided for immedi- 
ate return of prisoners. 

The exchange, on Wednesday, fol- 
lowed the Assembly's adoption of 
resolutions intended to ‘broaden pro- 
tection of civilians in armed con- 
filcts and to treat dghters against 
racism or colooialism as prisoners 
of war. 

Fathi al-Masri of Syria ‘told the 
Assembly that the Third Geneva 
Convention on war prisoners pro- 
vides that prisoners “shall be re- 
leased and repatriated without de- 
lay after cessation of actual hos- 
tilities. 

“But the continuing occupation of 
Arab land is im the mature of ἃ 
continuation of hostilities by Israel,” 
he said. 

Israel delegate Shabtai Rosenne 
sald that, “to the committee's aa- 
tonishment, ‘the representative of 
Syria did not make any explanation 
for Syria's unabashed refusal to

“Immediate repatriation was one

Rosenne said. 

The Assembly voted 107 te 0 for 
a resolution urging all countries to 
agree on new rules to protect non- 
‘combatants during a new Geneva 
conference starting in February. Six 
countries abtained. 

The U.S.: abstained, declaring it 
opposed a‘ provision urging that 
“national liberation movementa” be 
invited to the Geneva conference. 

The vote was 83 to 13, with 29 
abstentions, on a resolution declar- 
ing lIfberatlon struggles against 
racism or colonialism to be legiti- 
mate and extending prisoner-of-war 
treatment to liberation fighters. It 
also declares that the use of mer- 
cenaries by racist and colonial re- 
gimes against liberation movements 
is a criminal act and the mercena- 
ries should be punished as criminals. 

Israel, Austria, Belgium, Brazil, 
France, West Germany, Italy, Lux- 
embourg, Portugal, South Africa, 
Britain, the U.S, and Uruguay voted 
against.

‘Galili document, oral doctrine are dead’ — 
Mapam hails Labour platform as 
‘radical shift in our direction’

TEL AVIV. — Mapam, Labour's 
junior partner in the Alignment, 
has welcomed the Alignment’s new 
draft election platform as “a shift 
in our direction” Mapam political 
secretary Naftali Feder told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that his 
party is extremely satistied with it. 
Mr. Feder added that Mapam 
prefers to consider the Labour 
Party's 14-point programme, ποῖ 
as the “Sapir document” (in con- 
trast to the comtroversial and much 
more hawkish “Galili document”), 
but as a radical move towards the 

Mapam position. 

"It is a truly dovish platform,” 
he said, “and marks a substantial 
shift by our Labour partner in our 
direction. Naturally, we are very 
Pleased indeed.” 

What Mr. Feder was particularly 
Pleased about was the fact that 
the anti-Alignment wing of Mapam 
was sufficiently mollified by the shift 
in Alignment policy to have closed 
ranks around the party leadership. 
“Mr. Feder is chairman of Ma- 
pam's Platform Committee and, 
together with Mapam Secretary- 
General Meir Talmi, has been re- 
presenting Mapam in joint plat- 
form discussions with Labour. 
Their work is almost complete. 
“We have reached 90 per cent 
consensus,” he says, and on Sun- 
day the Mapam Central Committee 
is convening to discuss — and, he 
trusts, endorse — the policy docu- 
ment. 

“The Labour Party will also con- 
vene its policy-making forums to 
endorse the document, plus our 
amendments. We are pleased to 
say the draft platform leans much

Despite the suddenness of events, the City Administration 
succeeded in immediately setting up an Emergency Adminis- 
tration for Tel Aviv. Today it is possible to say with certainty 
that Tel Aviv met the test imposed on those on the home 
front. Almost without exception, all the City’s services were 
in full operation: the food supply was ensured; the water, 
electricity and fuel systems were free of snarls; rubbish and 
street nuisances were removed; the welfare services adapted

_ themselves to the new conditions; the centres for the supply 


of information and for the acceptance of applications for 
assistance from the public were in operation 24 hours a day. 

We are not know proposing to cancel the programme of 
work referred to above. It is clear that some parts of the 
programme will be changed or delayed: the war and the 
extended emergency period that followed have brought basic 
changes in our way of life, and have changed our order of 
priorities. But we must remember that the work programme 
refers to a period of four years. It may well be that. what 
appears today as impossible or superfluous will, after two 
years of — peace, appear in a different light.

ARABS ACTIVE IN 
LATIN AMERICA 


NEW YORK (INA). — The Arab 
States have taken another major 
step towards their goal of denying 
Latin American political support to 
Israel by organizing the region's 
large Arab communities, it was re- 
ported this week by the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of Bnai Brith, A 
newly created federation of Arab 
entities of the Americas (PEARAB- 
America) will create Arab roof or- 
ganizations in each Latin American 
Country and serve as the coordinat- 
ing body for these national FEARAB 
groups. 

The decision to create FEARAB- 
America was taken at a meeting of 
the firat Arab Pan-American Con- 
greas, convened in Buenos Aires in 
October by the Government of Syria. 
The resolution of the congress calling 
for the creation of the continental 
body described it as tthe Mmk with 
the Arab countries, transmitting to 
the federations all of their instruc- 
tlons and desires. 


The Arab mn of Latin 
America, variously estimated at 
around three million, is considerably 
larger than the Jewish population 
of approximately 850,000. Arab pro- 
pagandists have, in the past, pro- 
gressed slowly in their efforts to 


convert the Arab population imto 
partisans of the Arab cause in the 
Middle East. 

The major reason for the resis- 
tance of the Arab communities is the 
fact that most are Christians of Le- 
banese descent who ure aware that 
Israel and Lebanon have parallel in- 
terests and manage to live :r com- 
parative harmony. The creat.on of 
the FEARAB structure represents a 
considerable forward movement, for 
it provides the structural framework 
withia which the Arak population 
can be more effectively propagandiz- 
ed and proselytized to the anti-Israel 
and anti-Jewish cause. 

The first Arab Pan-American 
Congress adopted a 15-point pro- 
gramme, some of which involved cul- 
tural programmes such ws the es- 
tabilshment of Friendship Houses, 
Arab universities, and the sending 
of government officials to visit Arab 
countries. Other plans are designed 
to intensify the use of economics as 
@ weapon in the Arab nations’ battle 
to win the political support of the 
Latin American governments. These

“I know what a hot shower, a 
fresh cup of coffee and a piece of 
cake mean to them after long weeks 
at the front. My own son is serv- 
ing in Sinai," says an attractive 
grandmother who volunteers on 
Thursdays. “They unwind, meet 
friends and feel ready to go back 

The Soldiers' Welfare Association 
has cared for two generations of ser- 
vicemen and women since 1948. 

Soldiers’ Houses and rest camps 
are open 24-hours a day and on 
Shabbat during an emergency. 
Money is collected at free concerts 
and bazaars. Piles of warm woollen 
helmets have been knitted by vol- 
unteers, and hundreds of thousands 
of games, radios and packages have 
been sent to soldiers throughout the 
country. 

‘Jt's the least we can do,” 
the Association's coordinator of vol- 
unteers in Jerusalem. ‘We sit safe- 
ly at home because of them; why 
shouldn't we do everything we can 
to make their service easier?”

THE next best place to home for 
@ soldier to spend a short leave 
from the army is a Bet Hahayal 
(Soldiers’ House) run by the 
Soldiers’ Welfare Association. 

‘The motto at Jerusalem's largest 
Bet Hahayal, located at the edge of 
Sacher Park and overlooking the 
Knesset, is: Nothing is too good for 
the men and women serving our 


country, 

Looking as bright and fresh as it 
did upon completion four years ago, 
the well-designed complex hes a 
synagogue, library, heated swim- 
ming pool, discotheque, clubroom, din- 
ing hall and a 120-bed hostel. Free 
to newlywed soldiers and their wives 
who have nowhere else to stay, there 
is a honeymoon suite on the second 
floor. 

Stretched out on an orange easy 
chair in the clubroom, an exhausted 
young corporal, still bundled up in 
his winter jacket, has fallen asleep. 
After an hour, awakened by sounds 
from the television set and a lively 
shesh-besh game nearby, he says: 
“I spent most of the day hitching 
rides to get here from Africa for 
a two-day leave up north with my 
wife and kids. Every soldier who 


passes through Jerusalem should 
stop off to enjoy what this place 
has to offer.” 

Soldiers’ Houses are open, not 
only to those en rout: to their homes 
or bases, but to reservists in uni- 
form, regular servicemen working 
in the area, and soldiers who have 
no family in Israel. The regular 
1L3.50-a-night charge for a com- 
fortable bed and the nominal fees 
for the well-cooked meals are 
waived for lone soldiers upon 
reference from the Town Major. 

“I spent my first half-year as a 
-new immigrant in an absorption 
centre before joining the army,” says 
a single 24-year-old who left his 
family behind in New York. “Now, 
when I get leave, I come to Bet 
Hahayal, and Bat-Sheva greets me 
every time with a blessing and a 
hug.” Ψ 
Bat-Sheva is the professional 
house mother—always sympathetic, 
helpful and jolly — who treats all 
of her as if they were her 

own sons and daughter's. 

“Tve worked at this kind of job 
for 16 years, and I must know the 
whole army by now,” she jokes.

They contact- 
ed the individual businessmen, and 
got them moving. 

“Our civil servants poked thelr 
noses into everything. A matiufat- 
turera' agent had joined bis unit.

Srocer's shop was closed owing to 
call-up, We arranged for the neigh- 
houring shop to get extra auppifes, 
enabling them to cope with the 
extra customers. 

“The Jerusalem agent for instant 
coffee was left without transport. 
We contacted the supermarkets, who 
agreed to collect. We then told the 
suppiler in Tel Aviv to send up 3 
van.” 

Says another officlal: “All this 
would have happened of Its own 
accord —- ‘but it would have taken 
time. Don't forget the suppliers in 
Tel Aviv had their own problems, 
which caused delays. Our job was 
to straighten everything right away, 
to get the wheels turning quickly. 

“Yitzchak Guttman, head of the 
local merchants’ association, gave 
us a hand.

“One of the only 
Places where that did happen was 
Jerusalem,” says Dr. Jaffe. “Y.’omen 
customers, finding the local grocer’s 
wife in charge, gat into their Miri- 
minors and did the fetching and 
carrying.” 

Tt is, generally speaking, im- 
portant to synchronize, to haye pooi- 
ing arrangements.

Dr. Jaffe also emphasizes the 
Special task that faces consumer 
organizations in times of stress. They 
must help and guide the public on 
how to cope with new exigencies, 
whether it be a shortage of egzs, 
or rationing of electricity, or ἃ need 
to economize on fuel. The Consumers 
Council did in fact communicate 
with the Israel Electric Company 
and with the Controller of Fuel; a 
meeting was held; and information 
is being distributed as a result. 

Qne misunderstanding caused con- 
fusion and a certain amount of up- 
set: the manner in which the new 
import and sales taxes were intro- 
duced.

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Israel energy problem 


‘GO NUCLEAR,’ 
EXPERT URGES 


By YA'ACOV FRIEDLER 
Jerusalem Posi Reporter 
HAIFA, -—- “The energy crisis and 
skyrocketing of] prices have under- 
iued that it is imperative for Israel 
to ‘go nuclear’ for electricity pro- 
duchon. I would say that we should 
start of by ordering mot one, but 
a pair of nuclear power stations of 
600 megawatts each, Certainly all 
future stations planned for Israei 
should be nuclear and Negev phos- 
phetes can supply much of the 
needed uranium ore,” Professor Shi- 
mon Yiftah, of the Technion’s Nuc- 
Jear Engineering Department, and 
President of the Israel Nuclear 
Sciences Society, told The Post yes- 

terday. 

He was asked to comment on the 
report that the Electric Corpora- 
tion and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission had started working out de- 
tails fer an international tender for 
ἃ 600 megawatt station. It would 
take about eight years before such 
3 station would be operational, after 
the government approves the order. 


Prof. Yiftah, who has been 
studying the problem of nuclear 
stations for the past decade, noted 
that the Electric Corporation is now 
using 2.2 million tons of oil an- 
nually to fuel its stations, which 
have a total capacity of 1,600 me- 
gawatts. The additional oil-fired 
Stations already ordered, which are 
w raise capacity to 3,700 mega- 
watts by 1980, will bring the fuel 
needs of the Corporation alone up 
to five million tons a year. 


This would cost $500,000 at pre- 
oil prices and “huge sums 
even if the present peak prices drop 
by as much a3 one-half. This is of 
course quite apart from the prob- 
Jem of assuring such a big supply 
of fuel." He therefore considered 
it sehf-evident that Israel] "must go 
auclear," as several European coun- 
tries have already decided to do, 
and that from 1980 no more oil 
fue) stations must be built here. 


NO FUEL PROBLEM 

Prof. Yiftah stressed that the 
fuel problem was relatively simple 
for nuclear stations, which use εἰ- 
ther natural or enriched uranium, 
according to the types ordered, “and 
I assume we shall order the proved 
technology types, and not try out 
experimental types.” A 600 MW 
station needs about 25 tons of en- 
riched uranium per year, or about 
70 tons of natural uranium com- 
pared to a million tons of fuel. ‘The 
advantage is that the fuel ls changed 
only once a year, and that you can 
stockpile enough for years ahead,” 
he noted. 


Negev phosphates contain a small 
proportion of uranium, for which 
ἃ production process, as a by-pro- 
@uct of phosphoric acid, has al- 
ready been developed. “I assume 
that we shall buy the fuel for the 
first station, together with the 
station, from the overseas supplier, 
But if we start working on the 
Negev phosphates immediately. But 
if we start working on the Negev 
phosphates immediately, we should 
be able to prepare sufficient quan- 
tities of uranium to fuel two or 
three or more stations on our own,” 
he said.
